This is an excellent grower for the months of Feb- 
ruary and March. This particular Edithae used here 
never blooms until the first week in March or later. 
The intertexta used is a fine type from a large 
seedling batch raised at Orchidhaven. 


C. Yvonne Adair (C. Clementine Goldfarb X 
C. Helen P. Dane) 


An exceptionally strong growing and very large 
White for November and December is the result of 
this union of two grand White Hybrids. It is not 
at all uncommon to have Clementine Goldfarb make 
two growths per year on a single lead plant. Flowers 
are always very large and it is not unusual to see 
flowers to the number of four on a stem. C. Helen 
P. Dane can always be remembered for its paper 
whiteness and very fine form. 


Le. American Security (C. Royana X Le. Princess 
Margaret) 


C. Royana is an exceptionally strong growing Cat- 
tleya of large size. Its color is very dark with excep- 
tionally dark lips with a wonderful suffusion of 
yellow. A union with Princess Margaret makes this 
a great Hybrid for the months of May, June and 
July with a few plants blooming as late as No- 
vember. Growth is most outstanding and the season, 
of course, is very advantageous with the main crop 
blooming directly after Mossiae. Le. American Se- 
curity is very similar to Le. George Baldwin except 
that for the most part it is a much darker flower 
and possibly a little better in shape. 


Le. Joseph Medill Patterson (Le. Princess Margaret 
X C. Tappan) 


We are using Princess Margaret in a number of 
different ways with very strong growing Hybrids 
only. This particular cross yields an exceptionally 
strong growing Hybrid for late Fall of that depend- 
able Princess Margaret type.

Le. Jack McCauley (C. Treda X Le. Altesse) 


The presence of C. Leda in C. Treda will go far in 
imparting high color to this Hybrid.

CATTLEYA CULTURE 


OR THE USE of those who are interested in Cattleya culture, Orchid- 
haven is glad to furnish this information which is based on many years 
of practical experience. 


HUMIDITY. A relative humidity between 65 and 80 has been found best. 
This may be provided by a small greenhouse, or a Wardian Case. In some 
climates, it is possible to provide for this humidity factor in the out-of- 
doors, using tree shade or a lath house. If this is done, a structure whose 
sides are screened in as a means of shedding the rain is best. 


TEMPERATURE. Orchidhaven, in northern New Jersey, maintains an 
artificial night temperature of 62 degrees Fahrenheit. This temperature 
can be raised by 15 degrees on cloudy days, or with the help of the sun on 
bright days as much as 25 degrees or more. It is hardly necessary to say 
that in any growing enclosure, the exchange of air provides carbondioxide, 
an element of air itself, from which the plant obtains nourishment in the 
daytime. Nevertheless, while air is admitted in sufficient quantity for the 
plant’s proper nourishment, care should be taken not to create drafts. A 
draft may reduce the humidity about the Cattleya at too fast a rate, and, 
since humidity is an essential factor for the well-being of this plant, the 
exchange of air should be controlled with this factor in mind. 


LIGHT. Experiments in the rhythm of flowering in this country and 
abroad have shown that light is a very important stimulus in flowering. 


Studies reveal that duration as well as intensity of light determine the 
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time of flowering of some plants. In the successful growing of Cattleyas in 
greenhouses, shading should not be increased any more during the brighter 
summer months than to have it possible to discern contoured objects such 
as trees, chimneys, etc., from the interior. 


In latitudes corresponding to Orchidhaven in northern New Jersey, clear 
glass may be used and all shade removed from greenhouses running north 
and south during the period between November lst to February 15th (or 
March 15th, depending on conditions). You can set up the proper conditions 
to keep clear glass until March 15th if you are careful to regulate the air 
exchange and to damp down overhead at frequent intervals. These steps 
will keep the temperature sufficiently low while you expose the plant to 
maximum intensity and duration of light in this season; the result, as we 
have found at Orchidhaven, is beneficial to growth of the plant. 


WATERING. The best plan to follow, with regard to watering in the 
containers, is to wait until the potting medium becomes quite crisp to the 
touch. But, if you are in doubt about this degree of crispness, it would be 
better to wait a day or two longer. More harm is done by over-watering 
than under-watering. Over-watering tends to rot and eradicate roots. Keep- 
ing a plant somewhat dry has the effect of promoting root action. However, 
it must be remembered that during the growing season, every orchid plant 
requires considerably more water in order to maintain its growth. 


POTTING. Plants in all sizes should be potted very firmly. Pots should 
contain about 1% crock. Our experience at Orchidhaven is that the 34, size 
pots, or Azalea pots from 5 inches and up, are best because they have a 
larger bearing surface on the bench—providing greater stability, especially 
when the plant is tall. It is generally unwise to divide plants down lower 
than four-leaf bulbs. As a matter of sound practice, a fair amount of the 
old compost should be left on the plant so that it has sufficient substance 
until new roots are made. Rooting is fostered by keeping a plant on the 
dry side because roots grow from plants that are seeking moisture. After 
the roots are well set, watering can be gradually increased in order to fatten 
the bulbs and leaves as a means for obtaining a fine crop of flowers. 


When buds are starting up the sheath, caution should be taken in water- 
ing and temperature control. Over-watering or chilling the plant at this 
stage may blast the buds. 


The plant should always be kept well to the rear of the pot in order to 
leave plenty of growing space in the pot. It is important for the Cattleya 
grower to keep in mind the danger of over-potting. If there is a question 
about the size of the pot, be sure to choose the smaller one; it is always 
better to pot an extra time than to over-pot—besides, the watering of the 
plant becomes a more simple operation. Pots which are not too hard burned 
should be selected for orchid growing. A more porous pot helps the water 
and air to filter through the sides more readily than a hard burned pot. 
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SEEDLING REPOTTING. At Orchidhaven, we generally use peat of the 
yellow or brown type as being the best under most conditions. In most 
instances—especially in the case of seedlings—it is not necessary to remove 
any peat. You can merely “drop the plant on,” placing the plant to the rear 
of a slightly larger pot and jamming peat in the extra space. In the case of 
small seedlings, the most effective method is not to remove any of the old 
peat in the various repottings until the plant is large enough to bloom. 
This gives the plant an opportunity to develop without any hindrance. 

Wire stakes are advised as supports for leaves and bulbs. Four-strand 
green cotton twine is recommended for tying to the stake. Be careful not 
to tie the leaves too tightly toward the stake. 


SHADING. The various methods by which you can obtain satisfactory 
shading include slats, aluminum cloth, and a number of mixtures applied 
on the exterior of the glass. This last method is employed for shading at 
Orchidhaven. We select naphtha and white lead (soft paste), mixing these 
in the following manner: 8 pounds of white lead to 8 gallons of naphtha 
with a 314 inch flower pot of linseed oil. Later in the season, when greater 
opaqueness is needed on the exterior to cut down radiation of light, the 
formula is changed to 1214 pounds of white lead to 8 gallons of naphtha 
with a 314 inch pot of linseed oil. At the beginning of the summer, when 
even more shade is required, the amount of white lead in this formula is 
increased to 25 pounds. From that time on, we do not add any oil and 
gradually cut down on the weight of the white lead. This formula will bear 
the application of judgment since the amount of shade needed varies with 
location and climate. 

It is far better to apply the mixture to the exterior of the house in fre- 
quent, thin coats than to make heavy applications. In the final analysis, 
heavy applications may defeat the purpose of proper shading and are 
difficult to remove. 

The successful growth of Cattleyas depends to a large degree on the 
light which these plants receive. Light should be admitted to the point of 
turning the leaves a light yellow-green color. If one or two leaves are 
burned about the time shading is first applied or when shading is taken off 
or when heavier application is needed, you will know that you are giving 
the plants the maximum amount of light. 

These suggestions are offered on the basis of the successful methods 
developed over a period of years at Orchidhaven. The growth of Cattleyas 
requires only simple, basic rules. The magnificent blooms which these plants 
produce are a rewarding experience for every one who enjoys the thrill of 
seeing fine and beautiful flowers grow under watchful care. It is a creative 
work which repays the amateur in many happy hours.
